The remainder of the bill, which is 
quite lengthy, provides for the establishment 
and arming of a home guard, and will be 
published in full when it shall become a 
law.]

[Appropriates $1,300,000 for purchase of 
arms and accoutrements; $000,000 for in 
struction and training; and $160,000 for am 
munition; appoints the Governor, Inspector 
General.- and Chief Engineer to constitute a 
military board tor the purchase ol" arms and 
ammunition, and d sbursing the same; all 
white males over 45, and between 15 and is 
to constitute a home guard, to have the same 
organization as the State Guard.]

The Wicked Waste of War. 

The disbursements of a belligerent govern- 
ment, drawn of course by taxation from the 
laboring community, form an incalculable 
amount. . Our last war w ith England cost us 
more than a hundred millions of dollars per 
annum. During the last 175years, England 
has had twenty-four wars with France, twelve 
with Scotland, eight with Spain, and two witl 
America, besides all her other wars will 
J ndia and elsewhere. These cost her gov 
eminent, according to official returns, three 
thousand millions of pounds sterling or jifteei 
thousand millions of dollars ! The war which 
ended at Waterloo, cost France £700,000.000 
and Austria £300,000,000, or five thousan. 
millions of dollars! How much it cost 
Spain, Sweden, Holland, Germany, Prussia 
and Russia, I have no means ol knowin 
but at least an equal sum. Thus one long 
war cost Europe at least forty thousand mil 
lions of dollars, enough almost to banish suf 
ferine poverty from Europe! For all this 
nothing has been gained. Nay, the spend- 
ing of it thus has produced an aggregate ot 
vice and poverty, pain and bereavement 
more than, without war, would have come 
upon the whole human family! Who then 
can begin to compute the cost of all the wars 
even in Europe alone? 

We often hear much railing against use 
less expenditure, and proposals lor economy 
in dress, furniture, Ac, and it is well. But 
those who insist on these modes of frugality 
and the like, should be consistent. Let them 
remember that all the retrenchments they 
recommend are but as the dust of the bal 
ance as compared to the expenditure of war. 
But vast as are the expenses of belligerent 
governments, they do not constitute^a tentl 
of the true expenses of war. We must reck 
on the destruction of property, private and 
public — the ruin of trade and commerce 
the suspension of manufactories — the loss of 
the productive labor of soldiers and camp 
followers. But who can reckon sucl 
amounts? 

Further, let it be considered that all these 
items must be doubled and trembled in cases 
of eicil wars, and that such form a large part 
of the catalogue. 

Further still, war causes the great bulk of 
taxation even in time of peace. Witness the 
annual appropriations for fleets and standing 
armies, forts, arsenals, weapons, pensions, 
and the like. Ever since our last war with 
England, we have been paying annually, for 
the above objects, about ten times as much 
as for the support of our civil Government! 
"The war spirit' is taxing our people to the 
amount of unnumbered millions now in times 
of profound peace. A single 74 gun ship, 
besides all her cost of construe! ion and 
equipment, cost in time of peace, while afloat,

Convention assembled at 1 1 o'clock ; larger 
attendance than yesterday. 

Prayer by Rev. John Smith. Journal read.

Gen. Jackson, of Wood, moved an adjourn- 
ment iHl 2 o'clock, but withdrew to enable 
Col. Wheat, of Ohio county, to present reso- 
"o tions expressive of the sense of the Con- 
dition, which he said he did on his ow n re- 
sponsibility, to be referred lo the committee 
on State and Federal Relations, condemning 
the action of the State Convention, referring 
particularly to the ordinance of secession 
and the schedule attached to ordinance ot 
transfer ol the State to theSouthern Confed- 
eracy. \ 

Was followed by resolution of Mr. Car- 
lisle, instructing the committee on State and 
Federal Relations lo report an ordinance de- 
claring the connection of the counties com- 
prising the 10th and J 1 1 1 1 Congressional 
Districts, including the county of Wayne. 
lisooivedL Also to report declaring the in- 
lependence with the Constitution of a new 
State, to be called New Virginia. 

Col. Wheat objected, on the ground of 
forestalling the action of the committee and 
the Convention. All debate on such reso- 
lutions was prohibited. Debate ensued be- 
tween Carlisle, Wylie, Jackson, and Wheat 
Filially modified so as to require the com- 
mittee to report upon the expediency of such 
ordinance, ami carried. A resolution was 
then adopted referring all suggestions tend- 
ing to action to the Committee on State and 
Federal Relations without debate 1 or explan 
ition. Gen. Jackson moved lo adjourn until

Kerosene Oil Explosive. — Two or three 
cases of the explosion of kerosene oil lamps 
arc reported by northern papers. We find 
in one of our northern exchanges a notice 
of a report on this subject made by a chem- 
ist to a manufacturing company that con- 
templated using the oil in its factory. He 
reports that the explosive character of some 
kerosene is due to an imperfection or inten- 
tional management by the manufacturers of 
the oil. They lail to free it entirely of a 
volatile and explosive gas, that makes it 
burn more quickly and brightly, and which 
could be entirely extracted by careful and 
honest preparation. One of the samples of 
oil sent to him by the company to be tested 
was found to be explosive. He slates that 
the explosive oil burns more daringly and 
has a stronger odor than the safe article: 
but that the best test is to place a small vial 
partly tilled with the oil in water warmed 
to about 100 degrees, and then apply a light- 
ed match to the mouth of the vial; it the 
oil is explosive, that in the vial will ignite. 
Dealers should tesl their tierces in this way. 

A writer in the New York Tribune states 
that the explosive'characler of some of this 
oil is due to a trick of thedcalcrs; that they 
mix with it camphene and burning fluid, 
which sell at about half the price ol kero- 
sene, and thus endanger thousands of lives 
lor gain.

4th. That we look upon the arming of the

Letter from Fleming County. 

Hillsborough, May 14, 1361. 

Editor Commonwealth : 

The country is now looking with intense 
interest at* the doings of our Legislature. 
Nor is this at all strange, when we reflect 
that weightier responsibilities have never 
rested upon the General Assembly. Ken- 
tucky, glorious old Kentucky, the home of 
the bravest of the brave, still holds on to the 
old stars and stripes, notwithstanding the 
ruinous defection with which her southern 
sisters is afflicted. May she still stand, even 
though every slave State leave the Union; 
at least, let her prove loyal to the Constitu- 
tion until her rights arc infringed. 

Her own peace, and her interests, call 
loudly for a position of neutrality ; and it 
may be safe in a position of armed, neutrali- 
ty, provided the management of the arms is 
confided to lovers of the Union — not other- 
wise 6urely. iflMcr, far better, that Ken- 
tucky remain unarmed, than arm and place 
her at the mercy of her Secessionists, 
whether they be in high or low position. 
This is no time to be too modest. The State 
having just declared for the Union, it would 
be an act of faithlessness, and breach of 
sacred trust on the part of her Legislature, 
to place her arms in the hands of those who 
arc anxious to turn them against her dearest 
interests.
